St. Martin. Theie his troops disbanded. 
Ga'ibaidi reached Genoa with .two hundred 
soldiers, who had tefused to leave him. At 
the end of a few months he relumed to 
America, where he engaged very actively 
in trade and industry.

The Italian Hero. 


We sincerely hope lhat the rumor 


brought by the last steamer Iron Europe, 
'and which will be found in pnother col- 
•umn, of the defeat o) Garibaldi, subsequent 
to his brilliant exploit at Como, will prove 
•unfounded. 
The hopes of all true lovers 


of Italian independence, so long crushed in 
the dust, have heen raised by his noble 
•deeds to a pitch bT enthusiasm lhat would 
make final disappointment more bitter 
'than ever. But whatevi-r be his fate, the 
.following sketch of the man himself—the 
one really great Italian living—translated 
;and condensed from the Siedr., will not be 
unacceptable to our readers.! 


Joseph .Garibaldi was born at Nice, on 


the 4th of July, 1807; his family have 
always lived in that seaport, and several of 
them are living there now. They 
have 


supplied the Sardinian naval service with 
exce.lcnt seamen, and have invariably en- 
joyed pub.io estimation. .Joseph, brought 
up on the coast among sailors and fisher- 
" 


army. 
When the war ceased he returned 


borne t<» Nice. 


"For five years Garibaldi live'! in retire- 


ment, wilh hU sons, on a small island sit- 
uated between Sardinia and the Madeleine 
—the Isle of Caprera. 
He farmed on a 


Isrg* scale, ploughed up waste lands, and 
built large barns and out-houses. l*'rom 
tin:e to time he used to go to Nice in a 
small culler he kept for conveying his ma- 
t rials. The most influential and respected 
men '-of that city—tnose of ihe lfrencb 
colony, with Aljihonse ;,arr at thi-ir head 
know well how highly he is esteemed there. 
This brave soldier, whose reputation in 
private life cannot be assailed, knew hou 
to acquire the sympathy and respect of all. 
His political adversaries themselves ac- 
knowledge his honorable character. 


"His wile, also, was a heroine j she was 


slain at her husband's side by the Austrians. 
She had never left him on the bailie-field, 
either in America or Italy. One should 
read in the history of liicciardi the account 
of her valiant behavior as the .constant 
companion (if all her husband's journeys 
and dargers. It would leach us to com- 
prehend these exceptional characters, so 
much slandered, bul for whom lile ilself is 
nothing but one long combat and a glorious 
example of patriotism."

It was a 
goodly and somewhat novel spectacle, to look 
from the galleries upoa the sea of covered 
beads below; dre> bonnets of the quaint but 
neat and becoming pattern of ancient days, 
drab sbawla, drab dresses, drab hats with ca- 
pacious brims, and—we had almoset said—drab 
faced; in short an air of drab seemed to over- 
shadow the whole Quaker assemblage. Thero 
they sat, motionless as if they had been so 
many statocn into which the breath of life had 
never entered, save when one, moved by the 
Spirit, rose to give his thoughts utterance. It 
was a lesson of decorum which other congre- 
gations would do well to stndy. 
Notwith-
